Manilla, May 4. — Major General Mac- 
Arthur bM carried San Tomas, after 
•ncoontcriQS a itroaf rMistance. 
Brigadier General Hale moved on the 
enemy's right, and Brigadier General 
^irtieaton attacked the left in a daring 
Charge, in which Colonel Funston 
aCBln dlatlngolalMd blmaelf. Th« Kan 
■an waa wounded In the hand and wrr- 
•ral other ofllcera and enllited men 
were also wounded. 

It aeema aa though General Antonio 
Laaa'a fWcM an dvrtlned to deatruc 
Uon within a f«w dayi unlets they sur' 
render. The American army has been 
skilfully posted at points of immense 
strategic advantage. The insurgents 
expected them to advance an Ballnga 
by way of Qulncaa, and had furrowed 
til* entire Motion with intrenchments 

Instead Of taking this course, Gen- 
eral MacArthur swung toward San 
Temas, the route to which was almost 
onprotected. General Lawton brought 
Ilia brigade in against Balsnam from 
the southeast, covering the lines of 
the retreat of the rebels toward the 
mountains, and depriving them of a 
refuge upon which they had already 
ooantad. •

bushels of rice, an Lfpportunt part ut 
the stores established by the r( bels.

Washington, May 4.— The war de 
partment has received the following 
giving the situation in the Pblllpplnes 
from General Otis:

Washington, May 4.— There is a 
growing belief among prominent mem^ 
bers of congress that the president 
will call congress to meet la extraor- 
dinary saision this fall. probaMy early 
IB Ootober. 

The questions which will come be- 
fore the next icongress for settlement, 
Including Questions growing out of out 
possessions acquired as a result of the 
war with Spain, and the general legla- 
latlon. Including that relating to cur- 
rency reform, the Nicaraugua canal, 
merchant marine, etc, are of such im- 
portance tliat tba president la liMllaed 
to regard it aa advisable that coagresi 
bould meet earlier than the regular 
sesion in December iB order to gt^ work 
under way. 

The retirement of Speaker Reed will 
naturally entail eonalderabla delay in 
the appointment of committees In the 
house, as it is customary to allow a 
new speaker four or five weeks to 
make up hii oommittees, and this 
furnishes an additional reason why 
congress should be eonvenad before 
December. 

Of the several senators and members 
of eoagreaa who are going abroad this 
summer tba president baa particularly 
Inquired aa to the length of their stay, 
and has hinted that it was advisable 
that they should be back in the early 
fall as the neces{klty for aa axtm 
sion might arise.

Washington, May 4. — The following 

cablegram has just been received at 
the navy department from Admiral 
Kautz: 

"Auckland, May 4. — Sub-date Apia. 
April 27.— All quiet at Apia. Mataafa 

and his chief • • • agreed to keep 
outside lines prescribed by British 
senior officer present and • * * to 
and to * * * until commission * 
* * ' there will be no more fighting." 

The cablegram was mutilated in 
transmission over the cables, and in the 
process of solving the cipher, its 
meaning is plain to the naval officials 
as confirming the press report that 
a truce has been agreed upon In Samoa, 
and there will be no more hostilities 
pending the reaching of a conclusion 
by thecommlssion now on the i(ay to 
the islands and due there In about two 
weeks. 

NEWS FKU.V APIA. 

Mataafa Agrre* to Withdraw Hit Forcan 
U'hila Analtlnc CoinmlMlnii. 

Auckland, N. Z., May 4.— Advices re- 
ceived b«ra from Apia* Samoa, to April 
27, state that the rebel loss by the 
shelling of the Mataafan stronghold at 
Vallima by the warships of Great Brit- 
ain and the United States was quite 
heavy. Msoy of tba nbfit were 
wounded. 

The house in which the late Robert 

IjOuIs Stevenson lived was riddled with 
shot. On April 22 there was a sharp 
skirmish between rebels and Lieuten- 
ant R. A. Gaunt's brigade near the 
town of Valllma In this engagement 
one Mataafan was killed. The lines 
of the friendliest were attacked in the 
darkness at two points, but none of 
them were killed. 
On April it there was some bush 

fighting. Lieutenant Oaunt's brigade. 
niimlK-ring 900 men, advanced under a 
hot fire. The enemy lost several men, 
the bodies of the dead being dragged 
away. Of ths friendliea one was killed 
and three wane wounded. The British 
lieutenants Innes, Hickman, Schuler 
and lleathcote, under Uantenailt 
Gaunt, led the loyalists. 

The New Zealand government 
steamer Tutanekal had arrived at Apia 
with dispatches announcing the re- 
quest of the intcruii tional peace conj- 
mlsloners that the inhabitants peace- 
fully await their arrival from San 
Franclsca A meeting of the three con- 
suls In view of this message was held, 
but without result, the German consul 
dlsenting from the propositions of the 
other two consuls. 

Admiral Albert Kauts, U. S. N., and 
Captain Stuart of the British cruiser 
Tauranga wrote and (lisi),itrh( d 
through a French priest to Mataafii, or- 
dering him to withdraw his forces 
outside of a line 10 miles long and six 
miles broad. Matsafa replied deflant- 
ly, and refused \o withdraw unless 
the German consul and the captain of 
the German cruiser Falke agreed. 

Admiral Kauts and Captain Stuart 
tberaniioBsmitaa ultimatum to Mataafa 
threatening to compel the withdrawal 
of his forces. Mataafa then agreed to 
withdraw. 

A majority of the InhaMtanta are 
highly diaaatlsfled with the eesaation 
of bostllltlea Thay say that Mataafa 
Is beaten now, and that the trouble 
would all be ended in a w€>ek or 10 
days were the advantage pushed. The 
rebels are delighted at tba delay, 
which will give tbtm tlma to refill 
cartridge shells and build more forts. 

It is doubtful if British or Amerl<an 
subjects will give much evidence be- 
fore^the international oommtsalon, ow- 
ing to fear that to axpreM themselves 
candidly would Interfere with trade re- 
lations. For this reason the evidence 
before thecommlssion is likely to bo 
one-sided. 



CROK ER AND REED.

Southampton, May 4.— The American 
line Btcamsr New York arrived here. 
Her passengers report they had a 
pleasant voyage. Speaker Thomas B. 
Reed said tli;it he had cony to I'.umpp 
for a rest. He was shown a cabitgrani 
published here, in which it was stated 
that he had not reaigned his post as 
speaker of the house of representatives 
and that he may be a caniUdate for the 
presidency. Mr. Ree<i expressed great 
Indignation, and said he regretted peo- 
ple could not leave his aftaira alone. 
He bad come here, he said, away from 
newspapers for absolute repose. With 
his family, he was going to Winches- 
ter and Salisbury, and thence to Paris. 

Mr. Richard Croker waa a consplcu 
ous figure, standing on the upper deck, 
watching the pai^sengrrs as they land- 
ed from the steamer. He wore a white

Mr. Croker said that ha would re- 
main in England until ths season 
closed.

Washington. May 4.— In arrordanco 
with the request of Admiral Uewey, 
Kfcr(tary Long has presented to A. 
W. Robbins, master of the British ship 
Buccleaugh, a fine chronometer in rei - 
ognition of the s<'rvices tf) the Asiatic 
fquadron immediately after the battle 
of May 1, in communicating with the 
Spanish governor ganeral at Manilla 
for Admiral Dew«y. Captain Robbins 
placed himself at the diaposltion of 
Admiral Dewey to convey messages to 
the Spaniards in Manilla. The admiral 
sent a request to the Spanish governor 
genera] to be allowed to use the cable 
connecting Manilla and Hongkong, 
threatening, if the request was not com- 
piled with, to cut the line. The Span- 
lards refused, and the cable was cut

Cleveland, May 4. — An executive of- 
ficer of 0D« of the big steel consolida^ 
tions makes this statement to the Iron 
Trade Review: "There is no truth in 
the story of the consolidation of the 
Carnegie Steel company. National Steel 
company, American Hoop company 
and American Tin Plate company. No 
deal has been made for a consolidation 
of any of the companies named, and 
while it is true tliat there has been 
some talk of consolidation ot several 
of the sisel companies nothing daflaitt 
has come of it. No announcement of 
the plans, either official or unofficial, 
can be made. It is unlikely in any 
event that the Carnegie Steel company 
will be actually aoaaoltdatod wttb any 
other company.

Washington, May 4.->Ib view of tte 

renewed att(rition to Chinese affairs 
due to the Anglo-Russian entente, a 
re. ort Just issued by the German gov- 
emmsnt and received at the embaasy 
here concerning the development oC 
the German ponsswio— in China la of 
special interest. 

According to the report the naval 
administration of Kiao-Chou was due 
chiefly to eoonomical oonaideratlooa, it 
being held that aside from the import- 
ance of the place as a naval station Its 
future would be found in its develop- 
ment as a commercial colony and as 
a strong base of tiM Qarana trad* la 
East Asia for the opening ot a Tiit 
Hintemland. 

From this leading thouglu were de- 
ducted, aa to the administration, the 
following principles: To oMki tba 
gOTtnunMit as independent aa possibia 
from the home government to en- 
courage in every possible way self- 
government and' to impose upon all 
official organisations the greatest re- 
serves In m s M i ir i a rafardlng trade aad 
industry to facilitate these by granting 
exemption from customs duties and do- 
ing away with all unnecessary restric- 
tions. 

The German territory laaaed from 
China eomprisea 540 square kilometers, 

with 60,000 to 80,00r Chinese Inhabi- 
tants. The report adds that of the 
greatest importance, but at the same 
time of the greatest difficulty, waro 
the coDditioBt ot tba CUneae landed 
property. 

Before the (lerman lease, there ex- 
isted in Kiao-Chou, as well as every- 
where la China, theoretically, a feudal 
right ot tba emperor to tba wbola aoU; 

practically, however, the ownership oC 
the holder of cultivated land was rec- 
ognized if he paid a ground r- lu 
There were no registers of lauded 
property, but only tax Hsta. 

In order to bring about a Just solu- 
tion of the land question a prwlama- 
tlon was issued on tlie very day of the 
Germans taking possession of Kiao- 
Ohou forbidding tba salea ot laiUM 
property which were replaced through 
voluntary contracts with the Chinese 
to the effect that the inhabitants of 
the various villages received the 
double amount of Chinese ground tax 
aa a kind of premium in consideration 
ot wlileh they bound themselves to 
sell their land to nobody but the Ger- 
man gov<rnn]ent. In case the land 
should be bought by the government, 
the local price before the German laaaa 
was to ba paid. In the meanwhlM 

the owners continue to hold and till 
their ground. It was an extremely 
difTicuIt task to conclude these agree- 
ments, but the German government 
baa now aecured the option to tba 
greater part of the territory neceesary 
for the erection of streets, squares, 
quays, public buildings and fortlflca- 
tlons. 

On Sept 2, 18M, KlaoKJboa waa de- 
clared a free port and opened to tba 
trade of all nations. The free port dis- 
trict Includes the whole German terri- 
tory. A Chinese customs office waa 
established In the German territory, 
near the landing plaoa ot the ships. 
At the baad of it was a German lik 
the servlc<> of the Chinese naritilBa 
customs administration. 

The establishment of this custom of' 
flee la of particular advantage to the 
trade, aa it aavea tim* and expense 
of another examination of imported 
goods on the crossing of the Hintem- 
land frontier. The customs and duties 
are regulated according to the tariff 
tor tba Cblnaaa treaty porta. Particu- 
lar attention will he paid to the miner- 
als of he province, and it Is expected 
that coal will become th<> most import- 
ant export article from Kiao-Chou. 

Sallins I'rioe A^ree Upon. 

Cleveland, May 4.— Since early In 
tba year there has been a "gentlemeu'a 
agi^Mment" among the mannfaeturera 
of crucible ateel regarding the selling 
price of their products. The agreement 
was entered into as a preliminary step 
to a consolidation under one ownar- 
abip of all tba propertlaa, and It is ne«r 
announced that the negotiations to this- 
end have well advanced, and it is prob- 
able that the transfer to the new eom-' 
pany can ba effected shortly .
